DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-13 and 21-24 have been cancelled. Therefore 14-20 and 25 are 
pending in this application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The amendment and remarks filed on September 15, 2009 were fully considered 
and entered into the application. In regards to the objections of claims 14-20 and 25, the 
grounds of objections are moot in view of Applicants' amendment. Therefore, the 
objections to claims 14-20 and 25 have been withdrawn. Applicants amendment filed on 
September 15, 2009 have limited the claims to the elected invention. Therefore, the 
objections to claims 14-20 and 25 are hereby withdrawn.
